My. Carlisle tIs Credited With Drafting a 
New Banking Bill—Diplomats Had 
the Call Yesterday. 


Washington, September 4.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Cleveland is announced in favor of 
state bank currency. He has discussed the 
patter with a number of members of con- 
gress, aud bas reached the conclusion 
that the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
‘the issue of state banks will be satisfac- 
‘tory to all sections of the country. He 
bas many letters from New York, Boston 
and Chicago bankers, advocating the plan. 
All these letters state that provision must 
be made, however, for a perfectly sound 
gnd safe currency. 

Secretary (Carlisle is now drafting a 
pill with this end in view. It will provide 
for the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
giate banks so as to enable them to issue 
currency, and will also provide for the 
reorganization of national banks as state 
banks. 

Mr. Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle 
realize that there is a demand for a larger 
volume of currency. Government bonds 
are becoming scarce, and within a few 
years a number of them wil! mature and 
must be taken up. ‘Therefore, instead 
of increasing under the present law, the 
nationa] bank currency must decrease. 

The Platform or Sherman ? 

The question presented to Mr. Cleveland, 
Secretary Carlisle and the leaders in the 
two houses of congress was whether there 
should be a new issue of bonds, as pro- 
posed by Senator Sherman, or whether the 
platform of the party as to state banks 
should be carried out. Western and south- 
ern democrats are violently opposed to any 
further bond issue, and it has become evi- 

dent that no such thing is possible, there- 
fore, provision for a bank currency must 
be made by a state bank bill. 

Full) details of the bill have not yet been 
agreal upon, though it has been outlined. 
Secretary Carlisle and some of the house 
leaders have discussed the matter and Mr. 
Carlisle is drafting a bill looking to a 
change in the banking laws. 
vide for the reorganization of national 
banks as state institutions and the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax will permit them to 
issue currency. the same as national banks 
now do. The currency will be based upon 
State, municipal and other bonds or pri- 
Yate securities of such a character ag to 
meet the approval of the government au- 
thorities. Tbe government will have su: 
pervision over the banks as it now has 
over national banks, and the government is 
to be security for the issue. All state 
banks now existing or organized jin the fu- 
ture will be permitted to issue currency, 
provided they comply with the require 
ments of the law, but it will provide 
against the issue of currency by any bank 
which does not comply with the full text 
of the Jaw: that is, the 10 per cent tax will 
apply to such banks. ‘That feature of the 
present nationa! banking law allowing 
banks only to issue currency to the amount 
of 09 per cent of their bonds will probably 
be retained. 

A Proper Change. 

Under this law Secretary Carlisle be- 
lieves that the circulating medium of this 
country will be materially increased. He 
believes further that jit will be satisfac- 
tory to all the people. There will be nc 
provision in the Jaw, as in the national 
bank law, providing against loans being 
made on real estate. 

Mr. Warner, of New York, and Mr. 
Hall, of Missouri. are engaged with Mr. 
Carlisle in the preparation of this bill. As 
soon as completed it will be introduced in 
the house by either Mr. Hall or Mr. War- 
her. The committee on banking and cur- 
feney will report it favorably and the indi- 
cations are that it will pass without un- 
hecessary delay. 

The present programme is for the house 
to dispose of this measure before the ways 
and means committee reports its tarif. 
bill, in order that the two measures will 
hot be before the house at the same time. 
It is believed that this bank bill will be 
&dopted by both houses and become a law 
before the Christmas holidays.

Brunswick's Appeal. 

Coionel Jake Dart of Brunswick arrived 
this morning. He came to get the gov- 
ernment to appropriate for the relief of 
the sufferers at Brunswick. He and 
Judge Turner had a consultation with 
Surgeon General Wyman today. The sur- 
geon general still holds that as no epidemic 
exists at Brunswick at present, the quar- 
antine fund cannot be used. Both Mr. 
Dart and Judge Turner are persistent and 
it inay be that through some other channel 
they may secure funds for the relief of 
the people. 

Will Offer Work. 

To relieve the sufferers from the storm 
at Port Royal, Secretary Herbert has givy- 
en orders to those in charge-of the goy- 
ernment dry dock works there to employ 
all who are without funds and _ desjre 
work. There is no constitutional power 
for the government to provide these peo- 
ple with money to relieve their suffering 
but it ean be done by giving employment 
and money for the work. 

Seeking » Consulship. 

Colonel Willis, of Taylor county, is here. 
He wants to get a consulship. Speaker 
Crisp carried him to see the secretary of 
State this morning and it is probable that 
he may get a consulship through Judge 
Crisp’s influence that will pay him $1,800 
or $2,000 a year. 

Aid Needed for the Sufferers. 

The South Carolina delegation had a 
meeting this afternoon and decided to offer 
resolutions in congress asking for relief for 
the hurricane district in South Carolina. 
Congressman Murray, the colored member. 
has drawn up a joint resolution. which he 
will offer on Wednesday asking for an ap- 
propriation of $200,000. 

It is asked for the colored people and 
the resolution may’ pass, though there ia 
no precedent in such cases and some of 
the members of the house think it danger- 
ous to establish one. 

Stil. the condition is so serious that 
congress may find some way to give succor. 

Both Look Well. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland look per- 
fect pictures of health sinee their return 
from their summer outing. Mr. Cleve- 
land shows no signs of the recent surgical 
operation. Baby Ruth is in splendid health. 

During the absence of the president and 
Mrs. Cleveland from the white honse 
it has been thoroughly renovated &nd par- 
ticular attention has been paid to the con- 
servatories. 

The red room has *eeen refurnished en- 
tirely and is now considered even hand- 
somer than the famous blue room. 

it is understeod that the president and 
Mrs Cleveland will give more dinners and 
receptions this winter than during any 
season of his previous term in the white 
house. 

Must Have I.ooked Gay. 

At 3 o'clock this afternoon the conduct 
of the case of China and the negotiations 
over the exclusion law was Officially taken 
charge of by Yang Yu, the new Chinese 
minister, whose rank in this own country 
is so high that it is only four degrees below 
that of the emperor of China. The minis- 
ter presented his credentials to the presi- 
dent at the hour named and was formally 
recognized by the latter as the accredited 
representative of China to the United 
States. 

Yang Yu, with four of his representatives, 
met Secretary Gresham at the state de- 
partment by appointment a few minutes 
before 3 o’clock and the party, with the ad- 
dition of Assistant Secretary Adee, were 
driven to the white house and ushered jnto 
the blue room. The minister and his at- 
taches were attired in silk robes the blouses 
of black and the skirts of blue. Each wore 
a hat of red and black adorned with plumes 
of horse hairs Strung round the waist of 
the minister were insignia of the Order of 
the Kight Banners, while the other diplo- 
mats wore minor decorations similarly ap- 
pended. 7 

When Secretary Gresham had made the 
presentations the minister made a_ brief 
speech. The reply of the president was 
also brief. Both abounded in expressions 
of good will, personal regards and a de- 
sire for pleasant future relations between 
the two countries upon a basis of comity 
aud a regard for international obligations. 

Senatora Will speak. 

The house was not in session today and 
will mot meet again until Wednesday. 
The senate spent the day continuing the 
silver debate. Senator Cullom spoke for 
unconditional repeal. It is beginning to 
appear that a vote may not be reached 
in the senate before September 20th. A 
number of senators who did not intend to 
speak on this question gave notice today 
that they desire to be heard. As long as 
one wants to speak no vote can be taken. 
It is, however, not he that debate 
will last more than thr@e weeks. 

Cermany’s Ainbasandor, 

Germany’s first ambassador 
United States, Baron yon Sar- 
ma Jeltsch, presented his cre- 
dentials to the president shortly after noon 
today and the customary speeches of mu- 
The am- 
bassador, accompanied by the secretary of 
the German embassy, Baron Ketler, called 
on Secretary Gresham at the state depart- 
ment and thé three, with Assistant Secre- 
tary Adee, went to the white house to- 
gether. The two diplomats were resplen- 
dent in gold Jace and carried swords. Sec- 
retary Gresham presented the new diplomat 
to the president. The speeches of the 
German ambassador and president Cleve- 
land’s reply were unusually brief, but very 
direct and cordial.

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| AFTER REPEAL WHAT? 


Another Free Coinage Fight Will Then 
Be Precipitated. 


PLEDGES WILL BE CARRIED -0UR 


Mr. Cleveland and Leaders of Con- 
gress Meet and Confer. 


THERE WILL BE NO BOND ISSUE 


Though Very Strong Efforts Are Being 
Made in That Direction—More Fi- 
nancial Talk in Washington. 


‘Washington, September 4.—(Specelal.)— 
Congress and the executive will redeem the 
pledges of the Chicago platform. 

During the past few days there have 
been several conferences between the 
president, secretary of the treasury and 
leaders of the two houses of congress. In 
them it has been agreed to carry out the 
pledges of the platform entire. Everything 
will not be done at once, but in the end 
all will come about. 

It may be that before the passage of the 
repeal bill a bill will be put through both 
houses providing for the coinage of the 
$52,000,000 of seignorage of silver now in 
the treasury. This will be applied to the 
assets of the treasury to relieve its em- 
barrassment. Mr. Cleveland may send a 
special message to ‘congress this week 
urging such action Immediately. 

Whether the message goes in this week 
or not, such action is certain to be had 
very soon. he president, Secretary Car- 
lisle and all the leaders of the two houses 
of congress are agreed upon it. 

But that is an outside issue, so to speak, 
from the general financial programme. 
The question is, what is to follow the re 
peal of the Sherman law? The bill re 
pealing this will pass the senate within a 
few weeks. 

- The next financial matter to be consider- 
ed will be the bill allowing national banks 
to issue currency to the par value of theif 
bonds. The administration favors this, 
and it may pass. : 

Though a strang effort is being made to 
provide for an issue of bonds, it is not 
probable that a majority of either house 
of congress could be secured for this, 
even though the administration advocated

After Repeal—What ” 

After the Sherman law is repealed, an- 
other free-coinage fight will be precipitated 
in both houses. Men who have announced 
themselves as bimetallists will be given 
full. opportunity to prove the genuineness 
of their assertions. They will be forced 
to show their hands. The issue will not 
be surrounded wth embarrassment. lt 
will be plam. But you may put it down 
that no bill for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver will become a law in 
the very near future. The senate may 
pass one. In the house, however, it could 
not run the gauntlet. If it did, Mr. 
(eveland would veto it. 

Realizing this, some well-known silver 
men, Who are more anxious for results 
than for the continued renewal of their 
personal records as free-silver men, are 
already working upon a comprom-se meae- 
ure-—-a measure recognizing silver as a 
money metal and providing for its con- 
tinued coinage and use on a parity with 
goid. 

These friends of silver see that 
ultimate object must be obtained in 
stuges. Not ‘being able to obtain free 
collage at present, they are preparing to 
accept something as near to it as possible 
to get reht now. 

Accomplishing a step forward, then their 
programme is to strive for another. ‘lhe 
second they hope will be free coinage, 
but that they believe to be impossible until 
afier another congressional election. 
want it the main issue in the next con- 
gressional campaign. The contest will be 
free coinage of both gold and siyer on 
the one hand against a single gold stand- 
ard, with silver used as at present, on 
the other. Bimetallists, as the term is 
now applied, will be ranked in the latter 
class.

Mr. Harter’s Plan. 
Mr. Harter, of Ohio, can propose more fi- 
nancial bills than any other member of 
either house of congress. But, unfortu- 


nately for Mr. Harter, none of his bills | 


are ever seriously considered. 

His latest is a bill authorizing national 
banks to issue circulation to the amount of 
79 per cent of their paid-in capital. It gives 
the comptroller of the currency the 
power to protect the notes by making them 
a first lien upon the assets of the bank, 
and to levy an assessment upon all the na- 
tional banks within the state within which 
a failure may occur in proportion to their 
capital. This plan, Mr. Harter says, will 
lead the banks to support each other when 
they are solvent and well managed and 
to keep a close lookout for badly managed 
institutions. In addition to ‘this regular 
circulation Mr. Harter proposes to author- 
ize an emergency circulation secured by de- 
posit of United States bonds, but subject 
to a tax of 6 per cent per annum. This 
tax, he believes, would compel the banks to 
Withdraw their circulation as soon as the 
emefgency deJuand for currency ended 
and would prevent undue inflation.

Mr. Gallinger, republican of Pennsylvania,

Mr. Gallinger s remarks were addressed par- 
ticularly to that feature of the bill, and at 
Te ciose of his remarks the bill was referred 
to the committee on pensiogs. 

Mr. Butier offered aun ammndment to the bill 
repealing the Sherman act{ and had it refer- 
red to the finance committ It provides for 
tne repeal of the 10 per cenf tax on state bank 
circulation, provided that such circulation 
be secured by coin or approved state orf muunic- 
ipal bo@ds. 

At 12:50 o’ clock, Mr. Allen, popu- 
list, of Nebraska, offered the following reso- 
huition: 

“Whereas it is due that congress take eogni- 
ganee of the labor organizations and the in- 
dustrial interests of the nation by observing 
this day, commonly called Labor Day; tWere- 
fore. 

Resolved, As a mark of respect to the labor 
organizations and industrial interests of the 
nation, the senate do now adjourn.’’

Mr. Allen also offered a resolution which was 
referred to the finance committee calling on 
the secretary of the treasury for informaton 
on the following point: Whether the,treasury 
department has at any time redeemed any 
portion of the silver or coin certificates im sil- 
ver coin, as provided for by the act of July 14, 
i890: if so, when and what amounts have 
been thus reduced? What amount in coin- 
uge value of the silver bullion purchased and 
subject to colnage in the discretion of the 
secretary of the treasury, remains uncoined, 
and why such ailver bullion has not been coin- 
ed and paid out in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act? And whether any part of 
the paper money redeemed in gold (by the 
treasury department since March 4, 1802, was 
eancelled on redemption or in any manner 
withheld trom general circulation? 

Mr. Kyle, populist, of South Dakota, offered 
a free coinage amendment to the repeal bill, 
and it was referred to the finance committee. 

At 1:30 o'clock, p. m., Mr. Cullom, repub- 
lican. of Tilinois, addressed the senate in fa- 
vor of a bill to repeal the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act. In the course of Mr. 
Cullom’s speech he was asked by Mr. ag rine, 
republican, of Oregon, whether, if the repea 
bill was passed and there was no further legis- 
lation on the subject, another silver dollar 
eould be coined? 

Mr. Cullom admitted that there could be, 
and added that that was the case up to the 
passage of the Bland-Allison bill. The re- 
peal bill, lie sala, had no sugestion as to what 
the standard should be. whether gold or silver. 
He assumed, however. that the party in pow- 
er in the senate and country would take such 
action with reference to the silver on hand 
as would he wise and proper, 

Mr. Aldrich, republican. of Rhode Island, re- 
marked that the reneal of the purchase clause 
of the act of 18%) did not reneal the provisions 
of the act which anthorize the coinage of the 
bnilion on hand, for the redemption of the 


treasury notes. 
Senator Cullom Speaks. 


Mr. Cullom began by saying that the ques- 
tions which now engross the attention of 
congress and the country surpass in impor- 
tance any which have been the subject of 
congressional action since the ubolition of 
siavery. Commerce is still, banks and com- 
mereial houses are failing, factories and 
mines are closing and wit in the last six 
months perhaps a million of wage-workers 
have been thrown out of employment. Un- 
fortunately there was no agreement of opin- 
ion among the people as to the cause of the 
distress or the remedy. No such peculiar 
condition of affairs was ever known in our 
history. All @lasses were without Confidence 
and were appealing to congress for speedy 
relief. He did not believe that appeals to 
lay aside sectionalism and politics were 
needed. If he did he should deplore the de- 
eadence of national spirit. If the national 
bank bill were enacted it would result in an 
increase of our circwlating medium with as 
good money as the world affords. It was 
recommended by the secretary of the treas- 
ury. yet before a vote eould be had upon it, it 
was to be necessary to discuss all over again 
the whole national banking system in the 
same old strain and. with the same old argu- 
ments that bad been heard yer and over 
again since it was established twenty-five 
years ago. Why not gtve the country the 
reltef it demanded and afterwards,” when 
the people had emerged from their present 
distressed condition, take up and amend the 
bank note act. He favored the passage of 
the bill as it was, bat he would not object 
to the (rman amendment. He should vote 
for the repex; bill reported from the fnance 
committee. He did not believe that the 
Sherman act was in a. great degrec ‘respon- 
sible fom the existing fitancial condition, but 
he was for its repeal because it was but a 
tgmporary exfiedient and the government 
eould not afford to buy silver and coin it or 
issue paper upon when the dollar represented 
less than 69 cents worth of silver. Such a 
performance long continued would embarrass 
any government. The close commercial reia- 
tions which existed betwee. nations made an 
international agreement desirable if not ab- 
solutely necessary. 

So he favored the free use of silver upon 
an agreed ratio. Gold “had to money function 
which silver did not pessess. Both metais 
were the creation of mature while money was 
the creation of law. All that was known 
of the science of money was the result of 
experiment and experieuce, and it was not 
eertain that what today appeared to be a 
well defined principle would long remain so, 
The people wanted silver and so did he.

BEAUTIFUL WEATHER EVERYWHERE 


Brought Thousands of the Bread 
Winners Out. 


NO DISTURBANCE OR ACCIDENT 


The Anarchists of New York Were Not 
Allowed to Display Their Flags, and 
Marched Along Silently. 


New York, September 4.—Perfect 
weather characterized Labor Day in New 
York. All the big manufactories shut 
down; all wholesale establishments, busi- 
ness exchanges, downtown offices and 
most of the retail] shops closed. Up town 
the holiday was not so generally observed. 
Most of the places of business there are 
retail shops and they were open this morn- 
ing. State courts and the courts of gen- 
eral sessions were opened for a few min- 
utes only, business being put off until to- 
morrow. The labor parade moved from 
Cooper Union at Eighth street té~the bat- 
tery. The labor leaders calculate that 
15,000 men were in line. No disturbance 
of any kind has been reported. In Brook- 
lyn the parade was one of the largést 
ever held. The most Impressive feature of 
the demonstration was, perhaps, its peace- 
ful character. 

Several anarchists were marching in the 
ranks, but they had to act like the sober- 
minded workingmen around them and they 
were not even allowed to carry their flags 
in the main parade. By special orders the 
leaders prevented any flag from being car- 
ried, except the stars and stripes and 
trades banners. 

How It Was Observed in Washington. 

Washington, September 4.—Labor Day 
was observed in Washington by an excur- 
sion of the bricklayers’ association to Bay 
Ridge, where the excursionists were joined 
by the electricians’ assemBly, and the horse 
shoers’ association. The only parade con- 
sisted of the march of the bricklayers’ as- 
sociation from its headquarters to the de- 
pot, accompanied by a band of music. A 
large number of individuals from the other 
organizations of the city joined the Bay 
Ridge excursion party, and a great many 
more took advantage of the beautiful 
weather to get short outings into the coun- 
try by the various lines of boats and éars. 

Columbia Celebrated iu Grand style. 

Columbia, 8S. C., September 4.—Labor 
Day was celebrated here today in grand 
style. Being legal holiday, state offices 
and banks were closed. Business also was 
generally suspended. There was a grand 
parade of unions and citizens. State music 
was furnished by battalion B of Char- 
lotte, N. C. The éxercises consisted of ad- 
dresses, bicycle races and other sport and 
a big barbecue. The chief feature of the 
day was an address by Hon. Edward 
Feeny, commissioner of arbitration of New 
York.

The exercises were 
attended by an immense crowd of people.

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 4.—Two 
thousand men in line marched through the 
crowded streets to Electric park, where La- 
bor Day was appropriately celebrated.

There was no other 
demonstration. 

A Big Time at Cincinnati, 

Nincinnati, O., September 4.—Today’s 
Labox Day celebration was ahead of those 
of any previous year. The parade was 
the great feature of the morning. The 
various unions gathered at the Garfield 
statue (and with flying banners and gay 
badges marched through . the principal 
streets, disbanding at the city hall. About 
six thousand men were in line. After the 
parade the men separated for the pienics 
which had been arranged at the various 
pleasure resorts surrounding the city.

OPPOSED TO AN AUTOPSY. 


Friends of the Late Dr. Graves Are Against 
an Examipation. 

Denver, Col. September 4—The attorneys 
and personal friends of Dr. T. Thatcher 
Graves, the famous prisoner who killed 
himself in his cell in the county jail yes- 
terday, by taking some subtle unknown 
poison, are opposing the effort to hold an 
autopsy and inquest. It is hinted that Dr. 
Graves ended his own life with some mys- 
terious drug or combination of drugs which 
could only have been prepared by an ex- 
pert chemist, and those who believe him 
guilty of the murder of Mrs. Barnaby are 
said to be contemplating connecting the 
poison by which the doctor ended his own 
life with that. contained in the mysterious 
bottle of whisky sent to Mrs. Barnaby 
from “her friends in the woods.” It is 
hinted that’ the strange poison was very 
likely the same in both cases. 

Two leading physicians who were to 
have held an autopsy this morning have 
refused to do so until the county commis- 
sioners will guarantee a fee commensurate 
with the importance of the case. Mrs. 
Graves, the doctor’s widow, is stoutly op- 
posed to the autopsy and inquest. She 
says that after the letters the doctor left 
there is no need of an official investiga- 
tion. Her husba'n} was persecuted to 
death, she says, and that is all there is 
to it. She is not yet satisfied that the 
doctor committed suicide, ‘and does not 

believe that his letters were written 
while in a suicidal frame of mind. She 
thinks he simply had prepared them in 
anticipation of death from some sudden 
shock and she believes that he died from 
heart failure, due to the publication of the 
last fusilade from the prosecution con- 
taining its promise of positive new evi- 
dence, etc. 

Dr. J. W. Huffaker, Mrs. Graves's plr- 
sician, saw her early this morning. At 9 
o’clock he reported that she had passed a 
good night and that she was perfectly ra- 
tional and her mind was clear. The doc- 
tor conducted her to breakfast and she 
ate little. The doctor and attorneys will 
take legal steps to oppose an autopsy and 
inquest. Everybody, except Mrs. Graves, 
Is satisfied as to the fact of suicide, but 
her friends will not attempt to change 
her opiniOn at present, as they believe it 
would only be a useless biow to her. 


AT WORK AGAIN, 


Large Iron Works at Pittsburg and Home- 
atead Resume Operation. 
Pittsburg, Pa., September 4.—The large 
plant of the Oliver Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, on Tenth street, south side, and the 
Hainesworth Steel Company, corner of 
Main- and, Walwerth streets, were placed 
in operation this morning with non-union 
forces sufficient to operate every depart- 
ment. The refusal of the Olivers to sign 
the amalgamated scale and their declared 
intention to operate the two abcve named 
plants independent of that organization 
was well known.

An Old Resident of Washington Crushed to

THe FATE OF POOR EMIN PASHA 


A Missionary Brings News of How 
the Explorer Died.

A CROWD OF ARABS MEET HIM, 


And After a Few Words the Leader De- 
capitates Him witha Scimetar, and 
His Body Thrown to Cannibals 


London, September 4.—The Key. Mr 
Swann, a missionary who has just re 
turned from Ujiji, on the east shore of 
Lake Tanganyika, says that it is impossi- 
ble to doubt honestly that Emin Pasha is 
dead. 

“The most c&rcumstantial reports reached 
me from four independent sources,” said 
Mr. Swann, “and all agreed as to the 
details. The Arabs everywhere in Africa 
are rejoicing over his death.” 

According to the reports received bY 
Mr. Swann, Emin Pasha had arrived at 
the residence of Seyd Bin Abed in the 
country of the Manyemas, in the eastern 
part of the Congo state. A part of Arabs 
approached and asked Emin: “Where are 
you going?” 

“To the coast,” was Emin’s reply. The 
leader of the Arabs, who was armed with 
a scimitar, then stepped up to Emin and 
said: “You are Emin Pasha, who killed 
the: Arabs at Victoria Nyanza.” 

Without waiting for an answer, he 
struck off Emin’s head with the seimitar. 
Emin’s body was thrown to the Manyemas, 
who ate it. Subsequently the Manyemas 
murdered Emin’s Nubian followers and ate 
them. 

Mr. Swann says that these details have 
been so often repeated that in Ujiji nobody 
has the slightest doubt as to their cor 
rectness.

SALARIES REDUCED. 


The Richmond and Danville Takes a Slice 
Off the Pry of the High-Friced Men. 

The Richmond and Danville is retrenching 
along with all the other roads these days. 
For two years it nas been curtailing expenses 
in every possible way. Every man who could 
be dispensed with was let go. ‘The force has 
Varied from time to time. in the summer the 
track forces have been increased to be re- 
duced again when the winter approached. 
Lust month the shop forees were cut. Now an 
order bas been issued takivug a slice off the sal- 
aries of all officers and employes who get over 
>100 a mémth. All who get from $1,200: to 
32,00 a year will be cut 10 per cent. Those 
who receve from $2,500 to $5,000 a year will 
be cut 15 per cent, and those who recelve over 
$5,000 a year will be cut 20 per cent. 

This reduction, however, has been recogniz- 
ed by those affected as absolutely required, 
earnings having fallen very low as they have 
on all other systems. 

At a meeting of the employes here in At- 
lanta the foilowing resolutions were adopted: 

‘The employes of the Richmond and Dan- 
Ville railroad having received notice, that, tak- 
ing effect September Ist, salaries of all officers 
and employes receiving $100 per menth, or 
over, would be reduced, the following commit- 
tee, representing the several departments in 
the service was appointed to draft resolutions 
expressing the sentiment of the men in regard 
to said reduction. ‘Therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, first, That we tully realize the 
necessity for a reduction in expenses, ewing 
to*the general depression in business, and hay- 
ing unbounded confidence in the justness and 
fairness of our superior officers, we feel satis- 
fled that no reduction in salaries would have 
been made but for the depressed eondition of 
the business of the country; and that they 
wiil be restored as soon as the company’s rev- 
enue will justify it. 

“Resolved, second, That we appreciate the 
considerate manner in which said rednetion 
was made, as it does not affect the ‘rank and 
file,’ who could ill afford to stand a reduction, 
but applies only to employes receiving $100 
per month or over, thereby placing the bur- 
cen on tose who are best able to bear it. 

“Resolvel, third, That a copy of these reso- 
lntions be sent to our superintendent, and 
thet The Atlanta Journal and At!tanta Consti- 
tution be requested to publish the same.

Beaufort’s Board of Health Vhinks Prom pt

ing Surgeon General Wyman received a 
letter from Dr. Stuart, chairman of the 
Beaufort, S. C., board of health, asking 
for disinfectants. 

The chairman writes that the entire wa- 
ter front of the town has been washed 
away, aud that the accumulation of debris 
in view of the fever further south, threaten 
the locality with disease, aud that prompt 
action will. be necessary. The law gives 
the supervisory surgeon general power te 
grant supplies in cases of epidemics, and 
he construes this to mean that he has 
like authority in taking such action as will 
prevent epidemics, and will, therefore grant 
the request for disinfectants.

people which resulted in the almost complete 
paralysis of business and the hiding away 
of money, and this extra s¢ssion? He hoped 
that he was mistaken, but he believed that 
we would not again have good times if the 
pledges of the democratic party were to be 
observed. Senator Vance had argued that 
conditonal. repeal meant a united party; the 
inference was that unconditional repeal 
meant a divided party. That would be 4 
calamity the country could easily bear. 

In conclusion Mr. Cullom compared the finan- 
clal planks of both parties, holding that they 
were much alike, at least in respect to the 
maintenance of the value of the money in 
circulation. He showed that the Sherman law 
had closed the mines, and that under its 
further operation, the United States would 
buy only foreign silver. The people wanted 
no flat money, but they did want a dollar in- 
trinsically worth 100 cents. Said Mr. Cul- 


lom. 

“The business men of all classes appeal 
to us to pass the bill repealing the silver act 
of 1800. Multitudes of laborers are pleading 
for work. If there is anything we, as leg- 
tslators can do, consistent with national 
honor and financial safety to lift the clouds 
that darken the situation, remove the diffi- 
culties and start the wheels of commerce, 
which are now rusting on the railroad tracks, 
in the shops, mills, factorles and mines, let’s 
do it at once.’’ 

Mr. Cullom, expressed his obligation to the 
senator from Rhode Island for the suggestion. 
The repeal bill did not deal with that question 
at all; so that the whole subject stood as it 
was beforeauy effort was made to repeal the 
act of July, 1890, because it simply applied to 
os purchases of silver bullion and stopped 
there. 

Mr. Coke, of Texas, was the next speaker. 
His speech was based more on the president's 
message than the repeal bill. He declared the 
people would never be content until the wrong 
of 1873 by which the country’s Money was 
stamped out in order to double the purchasing 
power of the other half was undone and re- 
versed. And now, said he, we are called upon 
to perform the last act which expunges from 
the statute book all recognition of silver as 
money. Téday silver bullion, degraded as it 
as been, will buy in the markets of the world 
As much or more cotton and wheat than it did 
in 1873. before it was demonized, thus showing 
conclusively that tt is not silver which has fal- 
len in value. but it is gold which has risen, 
and under the influence of legislation. If, 
sald he, in the progress of his speech, this 
bil passes the freemen of America will have 
bowed their necks to the yoke of Puropean 
domination tn their foreign and domestic 
financial affairs. Mr. Rothschild and the 
Bank of England, with their connections, dic- 
tate the financial policies of Furope; and if the 
single gold standard is eatahblished in Ameriten. 
then Rothschilds and the Rank of Engtland. 
with their New York assoctates, will hecome 
the arbiters of American finance and the dic- 
tators of our financial policy. because ther 
control the gagld which we will be compelled 
to have. 

Peffer Speaks. 


Mr. Peffer fféti took the floor and “xplained 
and advocated his amendment. VP said that 
it was copied verhatim from the section of 
the law of Tiiy 14, 1837, when the ratio be 
tween gold and giiver Was Chauged, excevl 
that it omitted the piovision as to-d-cent sit 
ver coils. He saiuv that the administration 
had come to congress dewanhding a particuiar 
act—the repeal of the Sherman law. it had 
suggested no policy which would admit of the 
Usual compromise in legislative procecdilgs. 
‘The admuintsstration had demanded the pendimg 
bill or nothing, aud the people whom le rep- 
resented had accepted the challenge. ‘Lhey 
proposed to give uo quarter, as the adminis- 
irution preposed to give none. A very Luge 
majority of the: farmers in the s ugh were 
members of the Farmers’ Alltance, and cue of 
the cardinal doctrines of the ailmnce was 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
vid ratio. The alliance had supported no can- 
Jidate for any important office who was not 
in sympathy with their views and who did 
not so express ‘Qimself.- 

Among the pubic Men who had done so was 
the senator from Georgia, (General Gordon) 
who had written a letter to the alliance ex- 
pressing his sympathy with it and his ap- 
proval of its doctrines. 

Mr. Peffer read Gor- 
don’s lqyer, stating that he el- 
dorsed withott reserve and wth un- 
abated emphasis’’ the poy of the alliance 
for an inerease of the circulating medium of 
the country, and that his oo were 
“deeply enlisted in all the _high purposes 
sought to be accomplished by Tue firmness of 
the alllance.’’ 

Mr. Peffer declared that a repeal of the 
Sherman act, without a provision for recoin- 
age, would destroy the two old political par- 
ties; and that the idea of the abandonment of 
silver money was rejected by all the people. 

Senator Gordon said in relation to his let- 
ter: “I endorse now all that I said then; but 
I do not endorse the Farmers’ Alliance since it 


fell from grace.”’ 

“That relieves me,” said Mr. Peffer, ‘‘of 
some embarrassment. It is not the Farmers’ 
Alliance that Das tallen from grace; itis the 
democratic party.’’ For the people whom he 
represented he “spurned the imperial decree,”’ 
and he gave warning that they were in open 
rebellion against it. He would bid godspeed 
to the revolution which was coming, and 
which would arive those people from power 
and restore the govérnment of the United 
States to the people to whom it belongs.” 
{It was, he sald, » coinage at the present ra- 
tio which the people were asking. 

“What do you propose?’ Mr. Palmer asked. 

“To restore the old law of 16 to 1,’’ was the 
answer. ‘There has been no difficulty in un- 
derstanding where our people stand—where 
the farmers stand. We bave been there all 
the time.” 

“Will that produce the result you desire?’ 
Mr. Palmer further asked.

New Orleans, September 4.—The New Or- 
leans cotton exchange report on the cotton 
crop of the past year was given out in full 
today. In addition to the jeading figures 
telegraphed jdast Thursday night, the report 
Says that taking the average for the entire 
year based on returns from the southern out- 
ports and largest interior feeders of over- 
land routes, the value of the-past commercial 
crop has been about $42.50 per bale against 
$37.50 for 1801-92, a gain of $5 per bale, and 
the total Value of the crop $284,750,000 
against $338,81 2000, a deficit of $54,062,000. 

Figures are given showing that the actual 
growth of the past year was 6,450,000 Dales 
and that the cowuerciad crop of 6.700.000 in- 
cluded 250,000 baies of old cotton. The 
Texas crop is put at 2.108.523 bales, maue 
up of actual deliveries from the state for 
the year ending August $lst, showing a de- 
crease of 300,000 bales from iast season. 
This total, it is sair, constitutes the com- 
mercial crop, or the ameunt moved by rail- 
roads, etc., and not the growth which some 
—— authorities claim was 100,000 bales

The financial disturbances, so 
serious in other sections of the country, ex- 
erted but little influence on 
mills in the cotton belt 
the Neginning of August, and 
then in reply to a direct question sent to 
every mill, a surprisingly large number stated 
that they had experienced nv il) effects. It 
is true that a general sense of uneasiness 
prevailed among miil owners and there were 
growing complaintS of increasing difficulty 
of disposing of goods. Fears were expressed 
also of possible danger ahead, to result from 
continued financial stringency, but as a mat- 
ter of fact the consumption of raw cotton 
had been but little affected. The facts show 
that no manufacturing industry is on a 
safer or more rapidly growing basis than 
cotton milling in the south. Five years ago 
(1889) Hiinety southern mills consumed 480,- 
000 bales; this year, in the face of unfavorable 
commercial conditions, they used 744,000. an 
increase of 264.000 bales. or 55 per cent. 
The spindles now in operation are 2,171,147, 
against 1,998,680 at this time last year. 

In the list of states South Carolina has 
again forged ahead, reaching nearly 204,000 
bales, an increase of 18,000, equaling 42 1-2 
per cent of the entire southern consumption 
for 1889-90, and over 27 per cent of the 
present year’s consumption. Georgia follows 
clogely with 184,000 bales, or 26.000 increase: 
North Carolina with nearly 182,000. of 16,- 
000 inerease. while Alabama is. 8,000 bules 
ahead of last year.

News of the Day in Macon—Money Com- 
ing in-Complaint About Awards. 
An Interesting Suit. 


en A aC mee + — 


Macon, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
A call has been issued for a convention of 
sportsmen to be held at Atlanta on Oc- 
tober 1ith with the view of orguaiizing the 
yarious associations in Georgia into a per- 
manent sportsmen’s association. Macon 
will be well represented at the meeting. 
It is proposed at the convention td t®com- 
mend to ihe legislature, which conrehes on 
October 2oth, such changes in the present 
game laws of the state as will best protect 
the game ad to do all that is possible to 
secure the enactment of such changes. The 
protective jaws now in operation are not 
considered strong and effective enough fer 
the preservation of game from the ruth- 
less War made upon birds during their 
breeding seasods and from wholesale de- 
struction of fish by seiners, trappers, ete. 
The sportsmen of Macon will earnestly ¢o- 
operate in obtaining the passage of the 
needed legislation. 

Money Coming to Macon. 

The banks of Macon are receiving noti- 
fication from northern bankers that plenty 
of money will be furnished to move the 
cotton crop. The active panic is said to 
be a thing of the past. An all-around jm- 
provement is at hand and contidence is 
being rapidly restored. Experienced finan- 
ciers say there will soon be a flood of 
money. The fear of not having funds to 
move the cotton crop has nearly disap- 
peared from the minds and heads of even 
the most timid. 

Some Complaint About Awards. 

The county commissioners called for bids 
to do certain plumbing at the courthouse. 
At a recent meeting of the commissioners 
the award was made to C. A. Eden & 
Co., at $361. This award is not liked by 
some of the other plumbers because their 
bids were lower and they consider them- 
selves just as responsible as Eden & Co., 
and one of the firms of plumbers bidding 
rtimates that_it will contest the award. 
Eden & Co. were giver the job on a bid 
of $361. Reynolds made a bid of $343.95; 
Suberst & Sons, $350, and W. P. Bennett, 
$384.25. It will be observed that the bids 
of Reynolds and of Suber’s were each lower 
than that of Eden & Co. It is not known 
what the commissioners will do in the 
event any protest is made of the award to 
Eden & Co. 

About the Coal Bid. 

The county commissioners. also recently 
called for bids for the coal supply of 105 
tons for next winter. The award was 
made to A. L. Butts and Ben C. Smith 
at $4.25 per ton, the supply to be divided 
equally between the two firms. Mr. J. 
A. Orme, of Macon, representing Mr. R. 
O. Campbell, of Atlanta, made a bid of 
$3.70 per ton, but the commissioners pre- 
ferred to patronize home dealers who have 
reguiar yards here, and pay license and 
taxes. One of the commissioners remarked 
that he had lately read where the Atlanta 
people had decided to patronize only At- 
lanta firms, and he thought Maconites 
should patronize only Macon firms, and he 
favored the commissioners inaugurating the 
good work. It is understood, however, 
that Mr. Orme, representing Mr. Camp- 
bell, of Atlanta, will open a regular coal 
yard here. 

He Is Dead. 

Mr. Frank Preemang one’ of the attaches 
of the Macon sabitary department, was 
taken very ill this morning about 8 o’elock 
with convulsions at the crematory, and was 
earried in a hack to the city hall, where he 
could geceive medical treatment. He 
never regained gonsciousness after he was 
first taken sick. Prior to the attack this 
morning he had been in his usual health. 
Mr. Freeman was a confederate veteran. 
He had been in the service of the city but 
a few weeks. His friends and acquain- 
tances will be surprised to learn of his 
death, for but few knew that he was sick. 
He died at the city hall about 3 o’clock this 
afternoon.

An Interesting Sulit, 

Today in the United States-court at Ma- 
cot a very interesting suit was filed by 
Davis, Short & Townsend, of New York. 
Mr. Louis F. Garrard, of Columbus, as 
attorney for the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, of New York, vs. the South- 
western railroad, of Georgia. The plain- 
tiff alleges that defendant is in debt to it 
in the sum of $6,000, besides interest, on 
200 certain promises to pay commonly 
called interest coupons. The coupons are 
of bonds of the Montgomery and Eufaula 
Railway Company, which bonds were _is- 
sued July 1, 1879. The bonds are due 
July 1, 1907, but the interest thereon was 
to be payable semi-annually at the rate ot 
G6 per cent per atnum at the Nationai City 
bank, of New York. On July 1, 1879, the 
Southwestern railroad, for value received 
and in accordance with a resolution of its 
board of directors, guaranteed in writing 
on each of said bonds the payment of the 
same and of the interest coupons attached 
thereto. Plaintiff alleges that the interest 
was not paid when it was due, July 1, 
1893. There are 200 interest coupons, 
each being for the sum of S30. amount- 
ing to $6,000. Plaintiff prays that process 
may issue requiring the said defendant to 
be and appear at the next term of court 
and answer plaintiff’s complaint.

THE STATUS OF THOSE BONDS 


The City Will Not Lose Anything on 
Them—A New Minister Chosen. 
Death of Mrs. Bernard. 


Athens, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
The first news of the failure of the 
Equitable Mortgage Company, of New 
York, created considerable excitement here, 
as jit was the company that handled our 
waterworks bonds, and the citizens thought 
that the city woukl probably lose money 
by the failure. Things have quieted down 
now, however, and every one seems satis- 
fied that there will be no loss to the city, 
as the bonds are in the handg of Captain 
James White, of the National bank, to 
the amount of $30,000, the rest, $95,000, 
having already been paid to the city. In 
this condition they cannot be used as 
assets of the Equitable Mortgage Com- 
pany, and thus forced to a sale. If Cap- 
tain White should fail to get the money 
on them from the Equitable company, he 
would have to sell them to make his money: 
But, judging from their original sale, it 
is not at all probable that they would 
sell below par, and only on such a sale 
could the city lose a cent. 

The bonds on their first sale sold at a 
premium, and it is probable that if Captain 
White has to sell them again they will at 
least bring th®ir former value. 

The probability is that Captain White 
will hold them himself.

Congressman’s Uates’s Views. 

We print in another column a letter 
written by Congressman William C. 
Oates, of Alabama, to one of his constit- 
uents. Although the letter is more than 
half a year old, bearing date of January 
sth, it is eyen more interesting now 
than when it was written. It teems with 
information and good advice. Mr. Oates 
proposes to give his constituent all the 
political information he asks for, pro- 
vided that constituent will remain 
straight and sound on democracy. 

The information that Mr. Oates gives 
his correspondent is still timely. The 
Alabama congressman says he has seen 
Mr. Cleveland personally and had a long 
talk with him, and he is, therefore, pre- 
pared to “utterly deny” that the presi- 
dent “wants the country put on a single 
gold standard.” Mr. Oates was told by 
the president himself that he did not 
want the single gold standard. “He is 
decidedly in favor of the free coinage of 
both metals on a parity with each other.” 

There is a good deal of information in 
these remarks even at this late date. The 
Sherman law is about to be repealed, 
and an era of gold monometallism is 
about to be inaugurated, but if we had 
not been given the privilege of printing 
Mr. Oates’s letter nobody would haye 
ever known that the president is opposed 
to a gold standard, or that he is “in favor 
of the free coinage of both metals on a 
parity with each other.” 

Mr. Oates says truly that the Sherman 
law is “a very unscientific and unsatisfac- 
tory arrangement,” but he tells his cor- 
respondent that he will vote for its re- 
peal, “provided there is coupled with it 
an arrangement to secure a larger cir- 
culation in the south and west, either of 
sound paper or metal money. But,” Mr. 
Oates continues, “I will not vote for its 
repeal unless such a measure is coupled 
therewith, nor will a majority of the 
democrats of the house.” 

Let those who will say this is not in- 
teresting. As Mr. Oates and the dem- 
ocratie majority voted for the repeal of 
the Sherman law, his constituents may 
fill their leisure hours by examining the 
files of The Congressional Record to see 
if they can discover what measure pro- 
viding for a larger circulation “of sound 
paper or metal money” was coupled with 
the bill repealing the Sherman law. The 
Reeord of August 29th will give them a 
good deal of light on: the subject. 

It is to be hoped that the “arrange- 
ment to seeure a larger circulation in 
the south and west,” which Mr. Oates in- 
sisted on coupling with the repeal Dill, 
will go into operation at once. It is 
also to be hoped that Mr. Cleveland is 
still for the free coinage of both gold 
and silver at a parity with each other. 
As for Mr. Oates’s constituent, he is 
still where he was in January. He is 
standing on the democratic platform, be- 
wildered, but expectant. 


Where Sectionalism Is Forgotten. 

The sympathetic utterances of the 

northern press and people, and their 
promptness in organizing a movement to 
relieve the cyclone sufferers on the south 
Atlantie coast might have been expected. 
Whenever the south has suffered from 
yellow fever, floods or earthquakes the 
northern cities have always been helpful 
and generous. 
The New York Press urges immediate 
organized action for the relief of the 
storm sufferers in South Carolina and

The alleged sectionalism that exists in 
this country vanishes in the presence of 
a common danger or a great calamity. 
The north poured her hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars into Charleston after the 
earthquake and the south quickly re- 
sponded when the people of Johnstown 
needed help. 

The great American heart is all right; 
it is the great American head that some- 
times goes ‘wrong. 

The sections may squabble over their 
political differences until the crack of 
doom, but their people propose to stand 
by each other like a band of brothers 
when the test comes. In the presence 
of Yellow Jack and the Storm King we 
realize that this is one country, with one 
people and one destiny.

Now for Bimetallism. 
From The Augusta, Ga., Chronicle. 

Never mind about the division of the demo- 
cratic representatives in congress on the 
Wilson-Bland bill. The issue as to the re- 
peal of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act will soon have been finally settled, for 
the Wilson bill, amended by the senate, will 
be accepted by the house, and will be 
promptly approved by the president. 

The president’s suggestion will have been 
enacted into law. There remains the impor- 
tant question of bimetallism. 

‘“‘We hold to the use of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country,’’ says 
the Chicago platform of 1892, and this posi- 
tive declaration is followed by a pledge 
equally strong in favor of the coinage of 
silver and gold without discrimination and 
without charge for mintage. The issue can 
be joined in bDimetallism, because the one in- 
cludes the other. 

It is the duty of democratic senators and 
representatives to take up this question the 
moment the Wilson measure is passed up to 
the president. Lhere must be no quibbling— 
no unnecessary delay. 

Tt is the duty of the democratic senators and 
representatives to caucus on this subject of 
vital interest to the country and the party. 
It must be a democratic caucus; not an 
omnium gatherum of democrats and republi- 
cans and populists. 

The democrat who shirks this duty will 
find himself in very truth a “by and by me- 
tallist.’” Without provision for bimetallism, 
that is, unless the principle be enacted into 
law, silver will be relegated to the rear.

Congressman Oates’s Letter. 


House of Representatives United States, 
Washington, D. ©., January 18, 3#893.—Mr. J. 
T. Sims, High Ridge, Ala.—Dear Sir: 1 have 
your letter of the 9th instant. I received your 
former letter and did not answer it because 
my time was so taken up with more pressing 
business. You call on me frequently for in- 
formation of a political character. I will 
make this bargain with you: I will agree to 
furnish you all the political information you 
seek, provided it will keep you straight and 
sound on democracy. But, from the character 
of your writing, you seem to me to be a pretty 
high political kicker, and never seem to have 
much faita in what the democracy is doing 
or going to do. 

You say in your last letter that you want to 
know the difference in the price of silver in 
India and in this country, which you asked 
in your former letter. You also say that you 
have seen it stated in the newspapers that 
nothing would please Mr. Cleveland more than 
to enter upon his administration with the 
Sherman law repealed and the United States 
put on a single gold standard. I will bet a 
horse to a ginger bread that you got that out 
of The Alliance Herald or some such author- 
ity as it is.

The Sherman law 
is a very unscientific and unsatisfactory ar- 
rangement, and I will vote for its repeal pro- 
vided there is coupled with it an arrange- 
ment to secure a larger circulation in the south 
and west either of sound paper or metal mon- 
ey. But I will not vote for its repeal unless 
such a measure is coupled therewith, nor will 
a majority of the democrats of the house.

Washington, D. C., August 24, 1898—Messrs. 
L. and B. F. Strickland and Others, Va!- 
dosta, Ga. Gentlemen: I have your request 
of the 2ist instant asking me to vote for the 
immediate and unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman law. 

If I believed this act was in any way re- 
sponsible for existing conditions I should 
certainly vote for its unconditional repeal, 
but as I do not so believe, as I am a bimetal- 
list, unalterably opposed to the single gold 
standard, or measures tending thereto, and 
as the Sherman law is now the only legisia- 
tion between us and monometallism, I shal} 
not vote for its repeal unless it be accom- 
panied by an act in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver as well as of 
gold. 

Up to August 16th, coin notes in purchase 
of silver bullion have been issued amounting 
to $150,115,985, ail of which are outstanding 
except $714,636, redeemed in silver dollars 
since August 3d. The number of doliars 
coined from the bullion is 36,087,185, leaving 
outstanding notes secured by bullion amount- 
ing to $113,141,164. To secure this last 
sum the government owned 133,161,375 fine 
ounces of silver bullion costing $121,217,677, 
and which will coin into more than $170,000,- 
000. So that if the administration should 
carry out the silver act and coin ali its bul- 
lion it would have dollars enough to redeem 
its notes and $50,000,000 over. The Sherman 
act therefore has added $150,000,000 to the 
currency of the country secured by silver 
dollars, and bullion enough besides to coin 
into $50,000,000 more. Where would we be 
if it were not for that $150,000,000? Bad off 
as we are would our condition be improved 
if we now had $150,000,000 less money? Car 
we relieve a financial stringeney by still 
further contracting the supply of money?

A Letter from Mr. John A, Thompson, in 
W hich He Says They Must Have Aid 
or Perish—Children Suffering. 


The distress of the sufferers in the af- 
flicted city by the sea is growing more pa- 
thetic every day. 

lt seems that many in the city, who have 
been thrown out of employment, are on 
the verge of starvation. Children are cry- 
ing for bread and the city, from one end 
to the other, is filed with want and 
misery. 

A more pathetic situation or one that ap- 
peals more tearfully to the exercise of 
christian pity, has never been known in 
Brunswick nor along the Atlantic coast. 

Atlanta has felt the stringency of the 
market and the stress of hard times has 
necessitated, in many homes, the adoption 
of the most rigid economy, but Atlanta's 
lot, compared with that of Brunswick, is 
one of ease and luxury. There is no one so 
poor or embarrassed who cannot sympa- 
thize wifh these wretched sufferers whose 
sufferings are far more aggravated. 

A check for $10 was sent to The Con- 
stitution yesterday by the King Hardware 
Company to be forwarded to the Bruns- 
wick sufferers. Several others will no 
doubt follow suit today and a neat sum of 
money will, in all probability, be realized. 

Here Is a Pathetic Letter, 

The following letter from Mr. John A. 
Thompson, of the relief committee, will 
be read with interest, as conveying au idea 
of the unhappy situation: 

Two women and one little child came into 
my office this afternoon asking an order for 
something to eat. Not having the required 
recommendation, I was compelled, acting un- 
der orders, to refuse them. 

Going into the mayor's office, they soon re- 
turned, weeping as though their hearts would 
break, saying ‘‘Mr. Lamb says please give us 
an order.”’ Glad!ly I wrote the order and 
not in many days have I seen the faces of 
two persons get so bright fn so short a time. 

This discloses one condition and yet our 
commissary is exhausted, our purse is empty. 
Unless belp comes, and comes speedily, ex- 
treme suffering and starvation are inevitable.

BOTH COUNCILS HAVE ACTED AGAIN 


Atlanta Makes a Proposition and West 
End Listens to [t, and Then Comes 
Back with Another One. 


Atlanta wants West End to come in. 

And West End is apparently just as 
anxious to come in. 

But there is yet a hitch in the terms 
upon which the one will come in and upon 
which the other will make the reception. 

The legislative bodies of the two munici- 
palities considered) the question yesterday 
aud last night and the result of the meet- 
ings makes annexation more likely than 
ever before. 

The general council of Atlanta, in regu- 
lar session yesterday afternoon, considered 
a neW report from it? committee on an- 
nexation and adopted that report, Last 
night the council of West End met and 
heard the report of the committee to the 
council of Atlanta and the action thereon 
and discussed it. The report showed that 
the Atlanta body was more than anxious 
to perfect the annexation and the new 
terms proposed were quite favorable to the 
West End people and to Atlantians. 

But there were sections in the report 
which did not wholly please the West End 
council members and to these they entered 
objections in the mildest manner possible. 
The objections presented by the members 
of the council indicated that they, too,were 
anxious for the annexation and that an- 
nexation would be adopted by that body if 
the plan submitted was somewhat modified. 

And the modification suggested cannot 
in any way hurt Atlanta. On the contrary 
it will help by increasing the numerical 
strength o her legislative body and throw- 
ing more of wisdom into her lawmaking 
halls. 

After considering the report of the com- 
mittee to the Atlanta council and the ac- 
tion thereon the West End council con- 
cluded to hold the matter of annexation 
in abeyance until the members of the At- 
lanta council fan be seen. Then, if the 
proposition the members of the West End 
council are going to make, finds a satis- 
factory consideration, the chances are that 
Atlanta and West End will be practically 
one before the week is out, as the whole 
question can be settled during an extra 
session of the council, which Mayor Good- 
win is ready to call at any minute, 

It was late in the session of the general 
council of Atlanta yesterdhy afternoon 
when Mr. Meador, chairman of the special 
committee on anjexation, made his re- 
port. ‘The council was then working under 
the head of reports from special com- 
mittees and as Mayor Pro Tem. Shropshire 
called for the report of special commit- 
tees, Mr. Meador arose, saying: 

“IT have here the report of the special 
committee on the annexation of West End. 
The report is the product of the meet- 
ing of the committee and every item 
of it is favorably supported by the me ,- 
bers of the committee. The _ re- 
port, while it does not, track the last 
agreement, is very much Jike it. The dif- 
ferences are not great and the report will, 
I think, please all, I will ask the clerk to 
read the report.” 

The paper was then passed to Clerk 
Woodward, who read it. The report did 
not show much difference from the former 
agreement between the two committees, 
which tbe general council decided to leave 
to a vote of the people of the city of At- 
lanta, and which was subsequently recon- 
sidered in order that the entire matter 
might be recommitted to the committees, 

By the former report, Atlanta was re- 
quired to spend $25,000 on sewers in West 
Ind this year and $17,000 next year. The 
report of the committee yesterday requires 
the city to spend $15,000 on sewers this 
year and the balance of the $32,000 as 
as possitle. Instead of spending 
$4,000 on school buildings at once and 
binding the city of Atlanta to give the 
school facilities West End was promised 
before, the report promises to make the 
present school, now in operation in the 
suburb, an eig@t-grade grammar school, 
just as the other schools in the city are 
at present and to equip and maintain it. 
The sama clause of the agreement gives 
the children of West End the same right 
to the high schools as the children of At- 
lawa now enjoy. No certain number of 
policemen will be given West End, as the 
first report suggested, but the city of 
Atlanta will see that the suburb is given 
sufficient police protection, just as the 
other sections of the city now recelye. 
West End will be made the seventh ward 
of the city, but will be given only one 
representative in the general council for 
the next five years, or until her population 
is five thousand. when she will be allowed 
two representatives, just _ as the other 
wards are allowed. West End’s assets are 
valued at $35,000, while her liabiljties are 
put down at $58,000. A schedule of the 
assets and of the liabilities is  at- 
tached to the report of the committee. 
Of the Labilities, $6,000 is to cover the 
amount that is yet due on the schoolhouse 
building now in West Bnd, while $52,000 
represents the other debts of the suburb. 
The total value of West End’s taxable 
property js put down at $1,500,000 as 
against $1,600,000 in the former report. 
The final settlement of the question, as 
far as Atlanta is concerned, was left to 
a vote of the council, while the West 
End couned was given the right to settle 
the question by its own vote, or to leave 
it to a vote of the people of West End. 

“Now, "said Mr. Meador, chairman of 
the committee, “that report covers the 
ground fully and thoroughly, It gives the 
general council of Atlanta the right to 
dispose of the matter finally, while it 
allows the counc’ of West End the privi- 
lege of settling it or of referring it to a 
vote of the people. We have given the 
matter a careful and therough investiga- 
tion more than once, and we are all of 
the opinion that the basis as suggested in 
that report w.ll be suitable to the people 
of West End.”

As Mr. Rice went upon the rostrum 
and Mr. Shropshire came down, Mr. Rice 
took occasion to pause long enough to

“will you take the chair a few | 
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Atlanta under this agreem ent,” said Mr. 
Meador, “she will come in subject to the 
same laws Atlanta lives under, sanitary 
taxes and all other taxes included. 

“For myself,” said Mr. Peters, “I have 
always wanted West End to comé i, and 
am still of the same opinion. The last re- 
port was not as even for Atlanta as it 
might have been, and it was for that 
reason that 1 opposed it. But this report 
brings things down to an even basis, and 
I’m for it. Both Atlanta and West End 
get the full benefit of what they have 
done in the past and by it I thimk both 
will be greatly benefited. There is no one 
who will deny that West End should 
come in and that Atlanta should take her 
in, but there are many who have a right 
to question the manner in which the trade 
is made. Now this trade is, as I have 
said, one of the most equitable of which 
I have any knowledge. It suits me, and I 
think it will suit any one who studies it.” 

‘The report,” said Mr. Meador, “is the 
result of hard study, study given it in 
order that both sides might be pleased and 
the question on disposed of. When the 
two committees, the one from West End 
and the one from Atlanta, met before 
they made a basis of agreement which was 
submitted to this body in the shape of 
the report of the joint committee. That 
report was discussed, and, by a 
resolution, the question of the = an- 
nexation under the terms’ suggested 
therein was left to a vote of the people of 
Atlanta. Then at the next meeting of the 
general council the action of the body was 
aeconsidered and the matter was again re- 
ferred to the special committee. ~ The 
members of that committee from this body, 
the general council of Atlanta, have been 
giving the matter a careful study and the 
report which I have just handed in is the 
result of that study and deliberation. By 
the first agreement Atlanta was to give 
West End $32,000 worth of sewers, $20,* 
000 of which was to be laid this year and 
the balance next year. By this report At- 
lanta is to give the same amount In sewers, 
but only $15,000 is to be expended this year 
and the balance just as soon as we can 
without any obligation as to the time. The 
other agreement required Atlanta to give 
a public school this year and another full 
one next year. This report requires us to 
make the present school building an eight- 
grade school, but leaves the question of 
school buildings in the future to be settled 
just as it is in any other part of the city. 
The old agreement called for s0 many po- 
licemen in West End. This agreement re 
quires the city of Atlanta to give West 
End abundant and needed police protection. 
The same may be said of the fire depart- 
ment part of the agreements. Before 
West End was to have two councilmen, 
the same as any other ward in the city. 
This gives West End one councilman for 
the next five years, or unti] she has a pop- 
ulation of 5,000. West End brings into 
the city assets of about $35,000, with lia- 
bilities of $58,000. I am of the opinion 
that no one can find any objections to this 
report.” 

“I desire to say,” said Mr. Shropshire, 
“that I shall not oppose the report. When 
the matter was up before I made some fig- 
ures on it, and I now find that 1 made a 
mistake. The adoption of the report Mr. 
Meador has submitted wille for the ben- 
efit of both Atlanta and the suburb. I 
shall vote for the report and do what I 
can to help it in, or what I can to see At- 
lanta take her in.” : 

The report was then adopted without a 
dissenting vote. 

The West End council met last night and 

the report Mr. Meador had presented to 
the general counci] of Atlanta was taken 
up. 
Pi communication from Mayor Goodwin 
to Mayor Nelms showed the legislators of 
the suburban city just what the Atlanta 
council had done, and the body got down 
to work. 

The report of the committee as adopted 
by the council was considered and digested. 
‘Ihe discussions were interesting and 
showed that the members of the West 
End council wanted to annex, but that fhey 
were not willing to do so upon terms to 
which they had not yet given a careful 
consideration. 

The paper read in the city council was 
taken up section by section and was dis- 
cussed as it was read. The sewer ex- 
penditure was passed over as an item of 
no great importance in the deal, as was 
every other one down to the paragraph re- 
ferring to the representation of the ward in 
the genera] council. This caused the most 
lively discussion, and it was all one way, 
too. In the discussion there was a great 
unanimity. Every member of the West 
End council thought that West End, com- 
ing in as a ward, should have the same 
representation as any other ward in the 
city. The body decided that the question 
of police and fire and sewers, and even 
sgiools, jwas nothing compared to- the 
question of representation. It was the 
opinion of all present that it was not a 
question of numerical strength, but one of 
justice all around. It was shown that the 
wards of the city have the same represeil- 
tation in the general council, while the 
population of the wardg vary as much in 
comparison when one is made as the stb- 
urb varies with the population of the va- 
rious wards when a comparison is made. 

The members of the council were of the 
opinion that the schools were one of the 
most vital points in the matter of annexa- 
tion, but they were willing to waive that 
for the present if given an equal represen- 
tation with the other wards of the city in 
the local legislature. The council ex- 
pressed a willingness, even an intention of 
conferring with the members of fhe general] 
council again about the matter, hoping te 
secure an additional representative in the 
council. All the way through the meeting 
there was apparent the most desirous feel- 
ing of annexation, but the whole story 
seemed to hang upon the question of repre- 
sentation. The members were willing tc 
make all other questions, even that of the 
new schoo] building, a secondary matter 
in the transaction. s 

If the members of the committee under 
Mr. Meador and the members of the West 
End council can harmonize these differ- 
ences today or tomorrow the chances are 
that Mayor Goodwin will call a meeting of 
the general council one day this week. 
when the entire matter will be finally dis- 


posed of.

But even a presiding elder falls some- 
times and proves how weak is his human 
resolves. Last night his silk hat rode 
to police headquarters in the patrol wagon 
and the minister was underneath it. tle 
was howling drunk. Swift upon the 
beels of his first step in the direction 
of the police came his drunk and his down- 
fall was complete. Many of his former de- 
voted hearers watched him riding along 
in the noisy wagon and went home with 
their confidence in humanity badly shaken.

The Secretary of the Interior, Hon. Hoke 
Smith, Was Booked for a Speech, 


BUT WAS CALLED TO WASHINGTON 


Mayor Goodwin, Hon. E. W. Martin, Hon, 
Porter King,and Mr.D.A. Vining 
Spoke~Then Dancing Began. 


Yesterday was Labor Day throughout 
the United States, and it was fittingly 
observed in the city. : 

There were no special outward demon- 
strations during the day, but the revelry 
began at night. The exercises were. held 
in Concordia hall, on Marietta street. 

Mr. S. M. White, master of ceremonies, 
announced that the first number on the 
programme would be speaking by some of 
Atlanta’s most distinguished citizens. He 
also took occasion to make a few remarks 
on the subject of organized labor, saying 
that the prejudice that formerly existed 
against labor organizations had fled. 

He then introduced Hon. E. W. Martin. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Martin 
is the gentleman who introduced the bill 
making Labor Day a public holiday. in 
Georgh. He paid a tribute to the labor- 
ing men, and spoke of the adjustments to 
be made and the great questions to be 
settled. “No one can injure labor,’ said 
he, “if he is a friend to commerce, unless 
he cripple commerce; and if he disables 
commerce, being a friend to labor, he 
puts labor in the attitude of the sufferer. 
They are one and imseparable, and° the 
welfare of one is the welfare of the other.” 

Hon. Porter King spoke next, and de- 
clared that he was proud of the way in 
which the laboring men of Atlanta had 
deported themselves during the present 
bard times. He spoke of the demonstra- 
tions in New York and the other large 
cities, and sali that they reflected credit 
on the laboring men as a class. He spoke 
in favor of organized labor. 

A letter from the Hon. James FF. 
O’Neill was read, as he was unable to be 
present. He announced himself in sympa- 
thy with the laboring man. 

Mr. M. Vining, a member of the 
Order of Radway Conductors, was intro- 
duced, and spoke next He declared that 
labor was the first element of wealth, 
and that labor not organized was but a 
rabble. He wanted more organized labor. 

Mayor Goodwin was~the next speaker. 
Said he: 

“I have come to the point where I feel 
an interest—an abiding interest—in the wel- 
fare of every citizen m this city that tries 
to do his duty. In looking around me to 
the east and west, and seeing our neighbor- 
ing cities, 1 feel that in these hard times, 
in- Comparison with them, that we are 
doing remarkably well.”” He said that the 
idle man was to be commiserated, whether 
he be a poor man or a man of wealth. 

Hon. Hoke Smith was unable to be 
presea@t at the labor meeting last night. A 
letter was read from him, and he expressed 
deep regret that official business should 
have called him to Washington just at the 
time when he had a golden opportunity 
to present his views to the people. Much 
applause followed the reading. 

After the speaking, dancing began, and 
was kept up to a late hour.

Which He Will Read at the Trial—The 
Rumor That the Last Six Warrants 
Had Been Withdrawn Denied. 


I have been patient, let me be so yet; 
I have forgotten half I would forget, 
But it revives, oh! were my lot 
To be forgetful as 1 am forgot. 


“Them words,” said Harry Hill, reclining 
on a chair by the window of his room 
at the jail, his blonde locks being gently 
fanned by the breezes just from Grant park, 
reading from a pretty volume of Byron, 
“suit my case exactly. There’re from the 
‘Lament of Tasso,’ and you'll see that IL 
have marked them.” The sentence ran 
off into something about forgiving those 
who have condemned me to this lazarhouse 
of many woes, but Harry did not read 
that. We went on down farther, where 
Tasso got on a high horse about being shut 
up in prison by a dull lie and whistled softly 
to himself when he realized what a wonder- 
ful thing it was, his brain shot to the core 
with madness, that he did not decorate his 
prison bars with His befuddled gray mat- 
ter. 

“This last quotation is contained in my 
statement, which will be read to the court 
und jury. My statement js now beimg 
written and it will be one off the most in- 
teresting ever read in any court. J have 
employed a stenographer to take it down 
and the job will take three days, as I have 
to be exceedingly particular about what I 
say.” 

The rumor has been, upon the streets that 
the warrants against Harry Hill had been 
withdrawn and a reporter called at the 
pijisoner’s room esterday afternoon tou 
see him about it, wuen clarry lifted up a 
fancy copy of Byron and sprung some 
very miserable reflections of the unhappy 
Tasso. 

“I have reliable information that the six 
last warrants have been withdrawn and if 
Il chose to do so I could now walk out of 
jail as a free man, as I am under bond 
in the other eleven gases. But I prefer to 
remain here and will remain here until 
three or four days before the trial, when 
bail will be prepared for me go 1 can 
walk into court a free man without having 
to be carried there by an officer. 

“The trial, if there is one, will be full 
of interest. I have it on good authority 
that all of the New York and Chicago pa- 
ers are to have a representative there. 

havea dozen letters from newspaper men 
asking when the trial will occur. There 
will be only two important witnesses at 
that trial—no others know anything about it. 
Iam ready and willing to stand trial.” 

Harry says that the papers have treated 
his case as a trivial matter. He says there 
is nothing trivial about it. “It's awfully 
serious to me,” said he, ‘I’m in jail and it’s 
not pleasant to be here. It’s not funny, 
I'll tell you!” 

Concerning the rumor that the six last 
warrants against Harry Hill had been with- 
drawn Mr. Reuben Arnold, Sr., was asked 
yesterday. He stated that the warrants 
still exist and if Harry Hill is not convicted 
under the indictments he, will be tried on 
the warrants.

Two receivers have been appointed by 
Judge Pardee to Jook after the business 
of the Equitable Mortgage Company in 
the state of Georgia.

The receivers will en- 
ter upon the discharge of their duties 
Without delay. 

‘The petition for the appointment of the 
receivers Was brought in the name of the 
New York Security and Trust Company, 
dames O Bloss and George K. Gilluly.

The attack upon Mr. Edwards occurred 
about 8:30 o'clock and Mr. Ed Venable 
testified that the two defendants bought 
soda water from him about that time 
and one of them remarked that he had had 
a tight with a mortorman. 

Mr. Edwards was on hand to testify. 
He told about |the assault and his narrow es- 
cape and exbibited a face badly marked 
with powder. He was unable to positively 
identify the two men under arrest as the 
two who had assaulted him. 

About the fight on the car several wit- 
nesses testifieu, among them Williamson, 
the mortorman who Was attacked by Ech- 
ols. tie stated that be had slept with 
Echols the night. before and that Echols 
claimed tu have missed $5 frum his pocket. 
Saturday uight Echols accosted him on his 
carina rough 2 manner and, after intimating 
that he (W iiamson had stolen the money 
a fight resulted. Yesterday’s paper toid 
about the fight, which was so severe as to 
throw both men off the car and to delay 
the schedule for some time.
